Vital Denne decide

Who will fill the shoes of the fisherman? 


Who will be the next Vicar of Christ, Bishop of 
Rome, moral leader of the worid? 


WHO WILL BEAR the burdens of probably the most 
philosophically exacting position in the world, the 
uniqué world leader who speaks for Christ on earth? 


The decision will come at any time after 5 p.m. 
tomarrow, Aug. 25, when the eligible cardinals enter 
the solemn conclave in the Sistine Chapel of the 
Vatican, to elect the new pope. The language of the 
conclave will be Latin. 


Speculation has been rife in the weeks since the 


death of Pope Pau! VI on Aug. 6, and the assembled 
cardinals have had ample opportunity to meet 
before the conclave to exchange views and to form 
opinions. 


THE FACT that it is the largest number of cardinals 
to meet in conclave—111 are expected to enter the 
rooms sealed off from the world—most of them have 
a fair knowledge of each other and of the principal 
candidates for election. 


Most of them, however, enter their first conclave 
because 103 were made cardinals during the 
reign of Paul VI. 


Whoever walks out on the balcony of St. Peter’s 
Basilica as pope sometime next week, to give the 
blessing Urbi et Orbi—to the city and the world—will 
follow in the immediate footsteps of three re- 
markable popes. 


POPE PIUS XII was the last of the aristocratic, ee: 
and austere popes, who saw the start of the change 
in the world brought about by World War II which 
heralded the atomic and TV age. His 19 year reign 
remains the subject of controversy. 


Pope John XXIII, who followed for five years was 
probably the one who will prove to be the greatest 
man of the century when the accounts are settled as 
the year 2000 comes along. He sparked major 
reforms in al! Christian beliefs for all are affected by 
Catholic leadership. 


And he called the Second Vatican Council. 


After the short, but epoc-making reign of John 
came Paul VI, to implement what John had started 


and to strip the church of many of its unnecessary 
trappings. In effect, it became more a church of the 
people, without, however, diminishing the final 
authority of the pontiff. 


Who will fill the shoes of the fisherman next week? 
Among the most likely candidates are the ten 
cardinals whose pictures surround this page. 


They are: 


—Cardinal Sebastiano Baggio, 65, head of the 
congregation for bishops, 42 years a priest, well 
educated, low key and somewhat retiring. 


—Cardinal Sergio Pignedoli, 67, who visited San 
Diego in 1974, close friend of the late pope and 
noted for his genial personality. Heads Vatican 
secretariat for non-Christians, and has world-wide 


_ correspondence with 6,000 young people. 


—Cardinal Eduardo Pironio, 57, one of 22 children 
born of Italian parents in Argentina. Prefect of 
Vatican congregation for religious, with charismatic 
personality. 


—Cardinal Paulo Bertoli, 70; semi-retired, former 
prefect of the congregation for saint's causes. 
Resigned after a disagreement with Pope Paul over 
an appointment to the congregation. 


—Cardinal Jan Willebrands, 68, pioneer in 
Catholic ecumenical relations, archbishop of 
Utrecht, Netherlands, president of Vatican secre- 
tariat for promoting Christian unity. 


—Cardinal Aloisio Lorscheider, 53, president of 
Brazilian bishops’ conference, linguist and diplo- 
mat, but has heart problems. 


—Cardinal George Basil Hume, 55, former abbot 
of England’s leading Benedictine monastery, now 
archbishop of Westminster. 


—Cardinal Bernard Gantin 56, first black cardinal 
in the church's central administration, was 
president of the Pontifical Justice and Peace 
Commission. 


—Cardinal Pericle Felici, 66, head of the church's 
highest court and the commission revising Canon 
Law, considered-conservative. 


—Cardinal Giovanni Benelli, 57, of Florence, who 
was Pope Paul’s right hand man as papal under- 
secretary of state at the Vatican.

THE FAMILIES also view- 
ed films and made crafts 
using posters, paper, cray- 
ons, glue and clay, on the 
weekend designed to break 
down barriers of communi- 
cation among family mem- 
bers.

Blood parish here, his 
associate Father John 
Wadell, and Sister Eileen 
Cotter of Mary and Joseph 
Center, Cherry Valley, the 
congregation has grown to 


about 100, including His- — 


panics from nearby Ca- 
bazon. 


One of the priests cele- 


brates mass on the reser- - 


vation each Sunday, and 
Sister Cotter’s religious 
education class for all ages 
follows the mass. 


Sister Cotter, with other 
sisters and volunteers, has 
taught religion on the 
reservation for about 10 
years. 


FATHER WIESER began 
ministering to the Indians’ 
spiritual needs two years 
ago, soon after he became 
pastor of Precious Blood.

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A time to keep

There is much more personal attribution to the 
work of the Holy Spirit in these days of charismatic 
renewal than there has been in the church for 
centuries. And it is true that there is perhaps some 
excessive use of the phrase “the Spirit moved me 
do it” to account for every significant or insig- 
nificant act of our lives. 


There is always the danger, of course, that we 
may attribute to the work of the Spirit something 
which is far removed from his attention to our 
needs and desires. However, that is not to say that 
the Spirit does not move in many mysterious—and 
even insignificant—ways in guiding, prodding and 
aiding us. 


Although man does not cease to be responsible. 


for his. own actions, we do believe that the gifts of 
the Holy Spirit enable us to take the right action 
when we are sufficiently open to God's will and 
prayerfully seek his guidance. 


We can presume that in their conclave delibera- 
tions this weekend the cardinals of the church will 
have the guidance of the Holy Spirit in selecting the 
new pope. 


Difficult to discern? 


Of course, we can get into the somewhat 
dangerous quicksands of presuming that we have 
the Spirit's help when something suits us, and, 
when it doesn’t we can claim that it was men at 
work, and not the Spirit. There were even those who 
felt so strongly against the changes which came 
from the Second Vatican Council that there was a 
joke about it. 


The joke supposed a conversation between St. 
Peter and the Holy Spirit, recollecting Vatican 
Councils. And when St. Peter asked the Spirit what 
he thought of Vatican II, the Spirit replied: “Vatican 
Il? Oh, that was the one | missed.” 


Certainly,the cardinals in the conclave will not be 
able to forget the work of the Spirit. As each places 
his vote in the chalice he publicly and prayerfully 
affirms the will of the Holy Spirit guiding his choice, 
according to the rules governing voting there.

St. Peter's Basilica, where Pope Paul VI was 
buried, now holds the bodies of 146 popes but has 
funeral monuments to only four laypersons—three 


-of whom were women. One of them was Queen 


Christina of Sweden, the 17th century monarch 
who abdicated the throne of Lutheran Sweden and 
became a Catholic. Her monument is in the nave of 
the vast basilica, but her tomb is quite near to that 
of Pope Paul in the crypt. Itseems almost ludicrous 
to record, but she left money for the celebration of 
no less than 20,000 requiem masses for her soul at 
St. Peter's: No wonder she’s buried there. 


The two other women buried there are Matilda of 
Canossa (1046-1115) and Maria Clementina

It may seem irreverent to some, but some people 
will lay odds on anything, and the election ofa pope 
is no exception.

The test tube baby has been forecast for about 50 
years. Yet, when it happened, the views of the 
theologians were as varied as their personalities. It 
is truly surprising that in the past 50 years the 
moral theologians have not better prepared us for 
the implications of children conceived outside the 
womb. Most of the statements which followed the . 
birth of the world’s first known test tube baby in 
Britain last month indicated that there is no 
definitive church pronouncement on a subject 
which could scarcely have taken anyone by 
surprise. : 


Cardinal Gorgon Gray of Scotland commented: 
“This is an entirely new situation and one-on which 
no specific pronouncement has yet been made by 
the church.” _ 


God's hand in it 

Nearly ten years ago, when British scientists first 
artificially reproduced human embroyos, a Vatican 
press officer, Msgr. Fausto Callainc called the ' 
experiments “immoral and absolutely illicit acts.” 
Those same British scientists have today produced 
the first test tube baby. 


Despite the passage of time, Catholics are still 
awaiting clarifying statements of the moral 
implications. In 1969, when the first experiments 
received such publicity, Dr. John Marshall, a 
member of the papal commission on birth control, 
said: “From the moral standpoint, this underlines 
the need for the church to reconsider the whole 
basis of its theology in relation to sex and life, 
because, as was foreseen, there are goingto be very _ 
important developments, and | do not think the 
church's theology is sufficiently developed to cope ~

It wasn’t only rhythm in 1968 


The. article, “Where has the current 
contraception mentality led during last 
decade?” (SC, Aug. 3), is misleading on 
two significant points. It gives the false 
impression that only the rhythm method 
was available to Catholics before Pope 
Paul’s challenge to scientists in-his 1968 
encyclical. The article implies that the 
remarkable progress accomplished since 
1968 produced the basal temperature 
and cervical mucus methods of identi- 
fying the time of ovulation. Both methods 
pre-date 1968. 


Donald and Helen Kanabay’s book, 
“Sex, fertility & the Catholic’ was first 
printed in 1965. The book gives-an 
Outstanding and thoroughly practical 
description of the basal body temperature 
method of identifying when ovulation has 
taken place. It also mentions changes in 
the amount of mucus discharge, but 
doesn’t give enough detail to enable 
effective use of that method. 


John Billings’ book, “The Ovulation 
Method”, was first published in 1964. This 
book describes in detail how to use the 
Changing characteristics of cervical 
mucus to pinpoint the time of ovulation. 
Admittedly, the widespread knowledge 
and use of this method came later, and its 
spread presumably received an impetus

from Pope Paul's encyclical; but the fact 
remains that it was developed prior to the 
encyclical. 


The second misleading point is the 
defective opinion that, “Pope Paul reject- 
ed contraception and sterilization be- 
cause in these practices a married couple 
intentionally, effectively destroys the 
procreative potential of their acts of 
conjugal love.” That viewpoint flows 
naturally from the context which a 
theologian brings to his reading of the 
papal encyclicals. But itis actually derived 
from theological prejudices, rather than 
from any statement of the popes. 


The entire logical development of moral 
values will be deeply influenced by the 
starting point chosen: whether it is the 
theologian’s. sacred “procreative poten- 
tial” or the papal insistence on non- 
interference with the natural power of the 
conjugal act to generate life.

There is a presence of God which can be 
experienced only in silence, solitude and 
tranquility. Tranquility, for people today, is 
difficult. We are not sure of what it is, what it 
means. Sometimes even the capacity for the 
experience has become dimmed or lost. 


Every day of experience we become so 
saturated with both wonder and horror that 
our senses can barely respond to the “sound 
of a gentle breeze,-a fire burning in my heart.” 
But over our trackless waste and emptiness 
God’s Spirit hovers. 


TRANQUILITY DEMANDS reverence: 
It means to discover reverence toward one 
another and a deeper reverence toward 
ourself. In tranquility. we discover more fully 
the mystery of what we are, and experience 
a sense of reverence and mystery toward one 
another. 


What is it to experience tranquility, to be 
carried away by God, to be carried away by 
nature, to be carried away by another 
person? Tranquility has something to do with 
holiness and wholeness; it is the mystery of

God giving. 


He gives so much; he gives so much of 
himself when he loves. Tranquility is the 
virtue of discovering the newness outside, of 
us and the universe within us—the infinite 
capacity we have for receiving God: 


TRANQUILITY IS close to hope. Hope 
knows that time is essential. Hope can believe 
in time because it knows that everything that 
is, is an excess, more than could have been 
expected, more than is deserved. 


There is hope that what is will mysteriously 
continue to be. One does not have to worry 
nor be afraid even when we are aware that 
there is a dark side within ourselves and that 
our words, thoughts and dreams are so far 
ahead of our actions. 


We are in the springtime of tranquility; we 
must constantly plan and weed. We need one 
another’s light, hope and healing as we slowly 
grow into tranquility. 


“OUR FATHER...thy will be done” is the 
daily prayer of tranquility. There is in all of us 
an unresolved dread of God. Basically and 
fundamentally this dread of God indicates

American Catholics have drawn. their 
spiritual nourishment from a wide variety of 
sources as diverse as French and Italian 
pietism, German liturgical sensibility, Spanish 
fervor, Franciscan humanism, Dominican 
and Jesuit transcendentalism and the 
Benedictine-Trappist-Carmelite sensitivity to 
contemplation. 


The early part of the 20th century 
witnessed a Catholicism that reveled in the 
spiritual warmth provided by devotionalism 
characterized by novenas, eucharistic events 
like 40 Hours, Marian practices of the rosary 
and other similar practices. The impact and 
popularity of these religious expressions 
sustained the faith and love of millions of 
Catholics. 


THE GROWTH of an increasingly 
educated and wealthier class of Catholics, 
along with the secularistic trend of society, 
especially at mid-20th century, caused many

The highest use of intelligence is the 
contemplation of God. Another, but less 
noble use is the acquisition of sensual 
satisfaction. 


Our spiritual life is usually lived in a vortex 
of social pressures which thrive on pitting one 
person against another. This might be of 
some help if the object of such competition 
were the contemplation of God. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the competition is often 
directed at comparing sensual pleasures. 


WE COMPETE in our society over who 


Catholics to seek other forms of spiritual self- 
fulfillment. 


Many. found themselves drawn to the 
riches of the liturgy, so much so that Catholic 
farm communes, (inspired by places such as 
the Grail at Loveland, Ohio) clustered around 
liturgical-minded abbeys, where they adapted 
their lives to the hours of the divine office and 
the community celebration’ of the eucharist. 
Such Catholics joined enthusiastically in the 
moves for liturgical reform. 


Urban-minded Catholics, anxious to move 
well beyond the catechetical training of their 
early school days, espoused an adult 
education movement that sought from a 
study of theology the inspiration needed for 
spiritual growth. They discovered the riches 
of Aquinas in the Dominican tradition and 
were immensely helped by a sophisticated 
popularizer like Frank Sheed and the 
mesmerizing prose of G.K. Chesterton. 


OTHER CATHOLICS felt their adult 
Christian maturity was essentially wedded to 
the quest for social reform. In great numbers

can acquire the most pleasure with the least 
amount of inconvenience. This whole process 
entangles us in trivialities and pride and is 
directly opposed to the frame of mind 
necessary to sit in awe before God. 


Yet we must ask how much of our life is 
under the influence of this type of social 
pressure. Furthermore we must question 
ourselves to see if we are one of those 
Christians who claim not to have enough time 
for prayer while comparing our pleasures and 
conveniences to those of our neighbor. ” 


A prayer life cannot survive outside of 
some kind of self-denial which leads to 


‘simplicity of life. There is not enough time to 


that the word of Jesus has not penetrated 
into, has not taken root in our heart of hearts. 


The work of tranquility is to take the word 
of the mind into the heart and spirit until there 
is within us an underground nuclear explo- 
sion and we know the Father and experience 


the freedom of the children of God which- 
- casts out all fear. 


Much of our emptiness and poverty of 
feeling accentuates our need of that tranquil- 
ity which comes from the promise of Jesus: “I 
have come to bring you life; life more 
abundant.” Adoration’ and abandonment 
before the gift of God are the stance most 
constitutive of tranquility. Adoration both 
supplies our link to tranquility and is born of 
the experience of tranquility. 


ADORATION OF GOD is a long, slow 
life process of interpenetrating manifestation 
and discovery, a cumulative exploration 
experience toward an ever expanding 
horizon. Each of us is a pilgrim of tranquility 
on an immense and limitless journey. 


It is only because God is with us as we 
travel that we can find him. Tranquility is a 
gift; it is apprehended only if we act and 


respond. It demands time and patience, and 
waiting for God. It is not a moment but a 


cumulative process. 


Every day we must come to him and wait, 
allowing him slowly to deposit his presence in 
us. When we hear his call, “Come and see’ 
and enter his presence day after day, finally 
we see in the darkness what few others car 
see and are able to cry out with Paul, in 


adoration and tranquility, “I know him in 
whom I have believed.” 


WE CARRY about in ourselves the reality 
of the sufferings of Christ, but even suffering 
and the unmitigated tragedy is part of our 


tranquility. 


Tranquility creates a fresh consciousness 


of the Holy Spirit. The Spirit stirs up, prods, 
lifts up, never sleeps, is persistent, wears us 


down, ever returns. He has his own way of 


revealing himself. 


Taught by the Spirit we can discern the 


things of the spirit and recognize the ongoing 


work of his gifts in us and-then, in peace, 
astonishment and tranquility bear fruit that 
will endure. (Jn. 15, 16). 


_ Know your faith — 


they enrolled in Jesuit summer schools of 
Catholic Action and practiced adapted forms 
of the Ignatian exercises—often made an 
integral part of the Jesuit-sponsored sodality 
movement. 


One may characterize the Dominican and - 


Jesuit apostolates as transcendental in the 
sense that a strong emphasis was placed on 
the training of the Catholic mind even though 
practical fulfillment was demanded in 
Spirituality and practical apostolic work. 


For an intensely active American people, 
nothing was more surprising or paradoxical 
than the phenomenal popularity of the 
Trappist monk, Thomas Merton. From the 
end of World War II until his death (and even 
now), he was a dominant spiritual presence 
appealing to a vast audience and leading them 
to see the value of contemplative prayer, 
while never forgetting the Christian respon- 
sibility to improve the social order. 


NOW IN THE LAST quarter of this 
century, the devotionalism of the early period 
has returned, reincarnated and reshaped by 
movements such as Cursillo, the Charismatic 
Renewal and Marriage Encounter. 


While popular devotion never died com- 
pletely, it suffered a decline in the middle 
years of this century. Now the fervent 
gatherings of the new groups, their large 
rallies, their intense weekends, their obvious 
religious commitment illustrate that large 
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pray, satisfy all our sensual appetites and live 
a more trivial and carefree life than our 
neighbor too! 


IN A SIMILAR context St. Paul says, “I 
would like to see you free from all worry.” (1 
Corinthians 7:32) The Psalmist warns us, 
“Man in his prosperity forfeits intelligence; he 
is one with the cattle doomed to slaughter.” 
(Psalm 49: 20) 


The proper functioning of our good senseis — 


in making our way into heaven. In order to 
prepare the intelligence for heaven it is 
necessary to practice contemplating now. 
The intellect is designed to reach out beyond 
the sensual and physical through the signs 
which are available in creation. 


The practical man, the intelligent person, 
the wise human being is the one who can use 


numbers of American Catholics do want to 


nourish their spirits in a manner such as this. 


The dreams of adult education fostered in 
the 1940s also are experiencing a widespread 
renewal. Diocesan offices and religious 
educators across the land speak constantly 
and convincingly of the need to make adult 
education a priority in the church. 


THE EMBARRASSMENT of riches due 
to the outpouring of fresh studies after the 
Second Vatican Council in scripture, morality 

~ and systematic theology, demand that an 
adult education provide the Catholic people 
with an informed, intelligent grasp of their 
religion that would lead to a spiritual growth 
based on solid foundation. 


The contemplative mood persists as well. 
Houses of prayer have become a standard 
feature of the Catholic landscape. The 
spiritual exercises of St. Ignatius are finding a 
whole host of new adherents. Directed 
retreats and spiritual journal writing witness 
the healthy. survival of the contemplative 
instinct. 


New growths. New shapes. New forms. 
Yet always the one Spirit and the one Christ. 
Thus does the bark of Peter sail through 
heavy waves and light, weaving its way 
toward the final fulfillment in God. 


If church history, a record of the past, tells 
us nothing else, it reminds us joyously, “We 
have a future.” we 


the means of salvation effectively The 
parable of the bridesmaids (Matthew 25: 1- 
13); the parable of the talents (Matthew 15:14- 
30); the parable about the Last Judgment 
(Matthew 25:31-46) all tell of practical people 
who know how to use the gifts of the Creator 
in service of the highest goal. 


JESUS PUTS IT succinctly where he 
says, “Get yourselves purses that do not wear 
out, treasure that will not fail you, in heaven 
where no their can reach it and no moth 
destroy it.”

Moral, spiritual, financial troubles 


New pope will face prob 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—When the world’s 
cardinals in Rame elect a new pope, he will 
take on leadership of a church facing both 
serious troubles and unique opportuni- 
ties. 


The troubles include moral, spiritual 
and financial problems within, and the 
pressures of a troubled world without. 


At the same time the church faces 
remarkable opportunities with revitalized 
prayer life in many sectors, a new focus on 
evangelization, ecumenical relations that 
have advanced remarkably, a new identifi- 
cation with the poor and oppressed, new 
kinds of lay involvement, and new theolo- 
gical thinking that some historians have 
compared with the theological work of the 
Middle Ages. - 


Here are some of the main problems 
and issues that the conclave of cardinals 
will almost certainly be thinking of when 
they try to pick the man they want to lead 


~ the Catholic church into the 1980s: 


DIVISION OVER SOCIAL ISSUES 
The church around the world is marked 


_ by divisions among Catholics concerning 


the church's position on social and 
political issues and the way in which’the 
church should seek social justice. 


In the United States, one segment of the 
Catholic population supports most re- 
commendations made in 1976 by the Call 
to Action conference in Detroit under the 
bishops’ sponsorship. Other Catholics 
criticize the recommendations as pro- 
ducts of an unrepresentative group of 


church bureaucrats inadequately inform- 


ed about the country's problems. 


In. Latin America, where more than a 
third of the world’s Catholics live, tensions 
exist between the church and the military 
dictatorships which govern most-of the 
region’s countries. 


AUTHORITY IN THE CHURCH 


Perhaps the overriding problem facing 
the successor of Pope Paul is that of 
authority in the church, particularly the 


‘teaching authority of the pope and_the 


bishops, called the magisterium. 


The debates of the Second Vatican 
Council accustomed Catholics to the 
notion that many things long considered 
immutable doctrine or practice could be 
reformed and revised. In the years 
following the council, implementation of 
its decrees and calls to-go beyond them 
kept the notion of change in the forefront. 


CATHOLICS UNDER COMMUNISM 


Pope Paul’s Ostpolitik (policy of seeking 
better conditions. for Eastern European 
Catholics under communism through 
diplomacy) was only partially successful. 


The church in an increasing number of 
African nations faces an uncertain future. 
Marxist governments or eccentric leaders 
like Uganda's Idi Amin keep thousands of 
African Catholics guessing about what 
tomorrow will bring. 


ABORTION AND THE RIGHT TO LIFE 


In June this year Italy, the country 
whose capital is the pope's diocese, joined 
the ranks of European countries with 
permissive abortion laws. 


_ Inthe 15 years of Paul's pontificate, the 
general public attitude toward abortion in 
Western countries had taken a strong turn 
toward liberalization. 


Around the world, the church, and the 
pope as its leader, face the question: 
Should the church seek to block passage 
of permissive abortion laws and to repeal 
those passed already, or should it merely 
continue to state the church’s opposition 
to abortion and to urge people to avoid 
participating in abortions? 


Similar questions of morality and public 
policy arise for the church in the areas of 
artificial contraception and sterilization. 


WOMEN IN THE CHURCH 


The role of women in church life is a 
problem never fully confronted by Paul VI. 


He excluded the possibility of priestly 
ordination for women, saying the church is 
following the will of Christ in limiting the 
priesthood to men. 


He did appoint a handful of women to 
responsible posts within the Roman Curia, 
but they were always excluded from top 
positions. 


INTERFAITH RELATIONS 


Besides a significantly changed situa- 
tion vis-a-vis the secular world inthe areas 
of politics and social issues, the church 
under a new pope will be facing an 
ecumenical and interfaith dimension in all 
his actions that his predecessors did not 
have. 


Pope John opened the ecumenical 
doors and Pope Paul pioneered the full- 
scale Catholic entry into the ecumenical 
movement, but he could not keep its 
momentum going in his final years. 


Major decisions now await his succes- 
SOMME: 


Among the most important is what to do 
about the Anglican-Roman Catholic 
dialogue. 


The new pope must clarify the church’s 
position on intercommunion (mutual 


sharing of the eucharist by people of 


different Christian churches). 


Dramatic strides in Catholic-Jewish 
religious relations took place under Paul, 
but the Vatican did not recognize Israel as 
a state and continued emphasis in the 
Vatican on Palestinian refugees has 
caused a lingering suspicion among Jews 
of the church’s true feelings. 


LITURGY 


The change from Latin to the vernacular 
in the mass and other liturgical functions 
has been perhaps the most conspicuous 
change in the Catholic church since the 
council. ; 


At the same time many liturgists argue 
that only half of the liturgical reform has 
been completed—the revision of the 
liturgical books—and that the council 
mandate to adapt liturgy to various 
cultures in appropriate ways has yet to be 
really started. 


Removal of Latin from the liturgy has 
also led to a de-emphasis on Latin in 
Catholic schools and seminaries. 


At the same time, however, the in- 
tellectual ferment in Catholic theology 
today has been compared favorably by 
many scholars with the ferment in the 
Middle Ages that gave rise to Catholic 
universities and the great Scholastic 
theologians. 


SMALL CHRISTIAN COMMUNITIES 


An aspect of pluralism in the changed 
church that a new pontiff will face is the 
rise of small Christian communities and 
prayer groups. 


In Africa smail communities have often 
adopted traditional tribal ways for their 
style of life and prayer. 


Small praying communities run by laity 
have revitalized segments of the churchin 
Latin America, so short on priest-leaders. 


The Charismatic Renewal and Bible 
study groups have revolutionized the lives 
of many once lukewarm Catholics in 
Western nations. 


VOCATIONS 


Renewed prayer life and a new sense of 
community and commitment also charac- 
terize renewal in many religious orders 
and can be found in many prayer and 
study groups of diocesan priests as well. 


On the other hand, one of the bleakest 
aspects of the state of the church in many 
countries today is the vocation crisis. 


The worst crisis is in the West, es- 
pecially in France. Italy, too, is begin- 
ning to feel the vocation crunch. And 
vocation officials in the United States say 
that, despite recent reversals in the 
downward trend of ordinations, the long- 
term vocation picture is not bright. 


Permanent deacons, extraordinary lay 
ministers of communion, and nuns in 
parish ministry have filled some but not all 
gaps left. by the drop in priests. 


MEDIA AND EVANGELIZATION 


One aspect of evangelization that was 
stressed was the use of the modern 
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lems, opportunities. 


communications media to covey the 
gospel message. 


But the media revolution of the 20th 
century has yet to really hit the Catholic 
church. The old European Catholic dailies 
have greatly diminished. 


The Catholic weekly press has begun to 
function with new life in many places. Yet 
in some countries the shortage of paper, 
lack of money and often hostile govern- 
ments have sharply restricted Catholic 
journalism. 


With few exceptions the church has 
done little in using radio and TV to preach 
the gospel. 


FINANCES 


How much the church can do in the 
fields of communications, social pro- 
grams, education, administration and 
innumerable other areas, however, often 
boils down to the very practical question of 
money. For Vatican activities some recent 
reports indicate a potential crisis because 
of inadequate finances. 


Generally, church contributions—the 
primary source of church income—have 
steadily increased at practically every 
level, if published reports of parishes, 
dioceses and many major church agen- 
cies are any indication. 


But a prolonged period of world inflation 
has, at least in many instances, signifi- 
cantly outpaced the increased contribu- 
tions. Many dioceses and other agencies 
have gone into debt or cut deeply into 
income-producing reserves to maintain 
services. 


Recent reports have said that offerings 
to the pope from around the world—the 
annual Peter’s Pence collection—have 
dropped by about a half since the Second 
Vatican Council. One Vatican source was 
quoted as saying that the Vatican would 
have a deficit of $30 million by 1981 
unless things change. 


_ ROMAN CURIA 


The financial crunch alone could forcea 
new pope to make additional changes in 
the Roman Curia, the central government 
of the church in the Vatican. 


Pope Paul’s emphasis on dealing with 
many problems through diplomacy result- 
ed in a vastly increased diplomatic 
network that is expensive to maintain. 


GENERAL CHURCH ADMINISTRATION 


With the world becoming both a global 
village and a more polarized community 
economically and ideologically, the next 
pope may also have to make adjustments 
in traditional ways of running local 
churches. 


In the last years of his reign, Pope Paul 
had begun a study of huge urbandioceses 
to see what reforms were called for. 


The archbishop of Mexico City, which is 
well on its way to becoming the world's 
largest city, now has the monumental task 
of being spiritual father to more than nine 
million Catholics. 


For every 10,000 Catholics the United 
States has 11 priests. But Brazil, the 
world’s largest Catholic country, has only 
1.3 per 10,000. 


Will the next pope want to urge—or even 
order—local bishops in a priest-rich 
country to share their clergy with other 
nations? Pope John XXII! tried such a 
program in 1962, asking U.S. dioceses to 
give up 10 percent of their priests for 
missionary work in Latin America. While it 
did move a few extra priests to Latin 
America, the proposal never really got off 
the ground. 


CANON LAW REFORM 


The only major reform mandated by the 
Second Vatican Council and not carried to 
some kind of completion under Pope Paul 
is the revision of the whole Code of Canon 
Law, the body of general laws governing 
the church. 


A Vatican commission to revise the code 
worked extensively on the project and sent 
out numerous drafts of various sections to 
the world’s bishops and numerouschurch 
law experts and other consultants. 


The decision that a new pope makes on 
this question could be one of the most 
important ones of his pontificate, with far- 
reaching effects on the future style of 
church administration and discipline.

Knights reaffirm c 


ommitment to 


tuition tax credit plan at meeting 


NEW ORLEANS (NC)— 
The Knights of Columbus 
reaffirmed their commit- 
ment to a tax credit plan to 
aid parents of non-public 
school children in a series 
of resolutions adopted at 
the 96th annual meeting of 
the Supreme Council, held 
in New Orleans Aug. 15-17. 


Although the U.S. Senate 
rejected tax credits for 
Private elementary and 
secondary school students 
in an Aug. 15 vote, the 
Supreme Council of the 1.3 
million member society 
said this ‘will not deter 
parents from continuing 
their support of these 
schools.” 


OTHER resolutions ap- 
proved by the 2,000 dele- 
gates condemned abortion 
as “an unspeakable crime;” 
deplored the widespread 
depiction of violence, crime 
and sexual abberation by 
the media as normal and 
accepted ways of life; 
restated the orgnization’s 
reservations about the 
Equal Rights Amendment; 
and denounced social 
injustice, especially in the 
Soviet Union. 


Messages from Cardinal 
Jean Villot, camberlengo 
(chamberlain) of the Holy 
Roman Church and papal 
secretary of state under 
Pope Paul VI, and Arch- 
bishop Jean Jadot, aposto- 
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lic delegate in the United 
States, asked the Knights to 
“live Gospel values in your 
families and transmit them 
to your children with the 
infectious conviction of 
joyful faith.” 


Calling on the delegates 
to ‘“‘have an increased 
realization of their identity 
and mission in the church 
of Christ and of the urgen- 
cy of the apostolate to 
which they are called,” Car- 
dinal Villot said the late 
pope had told the group's 
board of directors in April: 


“CHRIST NEEDS you to 


bring fraternal concern to 
your neighborhoods, to 


exemplify justice in your” 
‘communities, to spread 


peace and truth in the 
world.” 


The resolution backing 
the tax credit plan remind- 
ed President Jimmy Carter 
that his threatened veto of 
such legislation “is not in 
the interests of better 
education for American 
people, is notin accord with 
his pledge to assist private 
schools to overcome their 
economic plight and does 
not help the poor and 
minority families whose 
well-being he has proposed 
to champion.” 

A pro-life resolution said 
the Supreme Court failure, 
in its 1973 abortion deci- 
sion, to resolve “the diffi- 
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cult question of when hu- 
man life begins was an 
irresponsible evasion of the 
central issue.” This unre- 
solved dispute, the Knights 
added, leads to a “danger- 
ous conclusion that leaves 
the right to life subordinate 
to the power to destroy it.” 


_ The Knights agreed to 
join with other interested 
citizens and agencies “‘to 
stem the deluge of sex and 
violence on TV” and to 
“express their displeasure 
by not purchasing the 
products of such sponsors 
of these shows.” 


In considering the ERA, 
the delegates said the 
amendment “has negative 
possibilities relative to the 
protection of women under 
certain circumstances and 
in other areas of human 
rights.” Because of that and 
the ERA’s possible effect on 
pro-life issues, the Knights 
voted to continue opposi- 
tion to the amendment and 
urged “continued study of 
all ramifications of this 
proposed amendment.”

How many popes 
have we had? 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Will the next pope be the 
263rd, 264th or 265th in 
history? The answer is, no 
one is sure. 


The 1978 edition of the 
Annuario Pontificio, the 
official Vatican yearbook, 
lists 262 popes, including 
St. Peter, the first pope, and 
Pope Paul VI. ; 


THE LIST itself does not 


have numbers before the. 


names, so a reader must 
make his own count. 

The list includes several 
popes, however, to which 
footnotes are attached. One 
such note is attached to the 
name of Leo VIII, who 
appears 131st in the list. 

The footnote says: “Leo 


Vill was elected in the 
Roman council held in the 
Basilica of St. Peter by the 
Emperor Otto | after the 
deposition on Dec. 4, 963, 
of John XII, who died the 
following May 14. Was the 


deposition valid? If so, Leo ~ 


Vill was a legitimate pope.” 


THE FOOTNOTE adds 
that this uncertainty is the 
reason why editors of the 
Vatican yearbook have 
abandoned the practice of 
putting a number before 
the name of the popes. 


The list in the Annuario 
also includes in brackets 
and parentheses the 
names of 37 men who are 
considered by historians to 
have been anti-popes.

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Where are they now? 


Are retired priests our ‘forgotten heroes?”

What happens to a priest after he 
retires? 


‘If he was a pastor, does he stay in 
the parish rectory where he has lived 
and worked for a major portion of his 
life? Does he spend his time relaxing? 


- Or does he move away from his 


parish and take up residence by 
himself in a place where few people 
know him and where he becomes a 
“forgotten hero?” 


The answer is a combination of all 
of the above. Some priests stay and 
some move, but no matter where they 
are or what they do with the majority of 

“their time, all of them continue their 
priestly functions as long as they are 
healthy enough to do so. 


Obviously retirement, like every- 
thing else, means different things to 
different people. 


Msgr. John Bland is one priest who 
chose to stay in his old parish. He 
retired in 1976 after spending 13 
years as pastor of Holy Rosary, San 
Bernardino. 


Before that he had been pastor of 
St. Ann, Needles; St. Joseph, Big Bear 
Lake; St. Anthony, San Jacinto; and 
Holy Family, San Diego. 


Now he lives in the parish house at 
Holy Rosary—now designated a cath- 
edral— and helps ease the work load 
of the other priests of -the parish,

including the new Bishop- elect Phillip 
Straling. 


“| help out with confessions, visit 
rest homes and take communion 
around on First Friday,” Msgr. Bland 
said. “And people still come to me for 
advice.” 


Msgr. Peter” Lynch, pastor of $t. 
Francis de Sales in Riverside for 40 
years, also chose to stay in the rectory 
of the parish he last served. 


He said his daily round has not 
changed very much since he retired 
in 1974. 


“1 still celebrate daily mass, hear 
confessions, visit the sick and so on,” 
Msgr. Lynch said. “But | no longer 
have to worry about any administra- 
tive matters of the parish”. 


Among those who left their parish 
rectory are Father Joseph Leissler, 
Father Joseph Di 
Cristina and Msgr. 
Daniel O'Donoghue. 


Father Leissler 
was the pastor of St. 
Louis parish in Ca- 
thedral City from its 
beginning in 1948 
until his retirement 
in 1972. 

“I don’t think it’s 

Msgr. Daniel _ good policy to stay 

O'Donoghue in the parish house 

or even in the parish 
where you were,” Father Leissler said. 
“There could be conflicts.” 


Father Leissier chose to leave 
Cathedral City completely. “I left after 
25 years,’ he said. “Now-! have my 
own little house in Palm Desert.” 


Father Di Cristina founded St. Jude 
Shrine, San Diego, in 1946, then 
served as pastor of St. Philomena, 
Alpine, for three years, and St. Mary, 
El Centro, for eight years. 


After his retirement in 1966 he 
chose to move to San Diego. “I think 
it’s bad for a pastor to stay in his old 
parish,” Father Di Cristina said. 
“People might ignore the new man 
and keep going to the old man, and 
that would be bad for the parish.” 

Msgr. O'Donoghue founded the 
parishes of St. Rita and St. Mary 
Magdalene in San Diego. He also 
served as pastor at St. John of the 
Cross, Lemon Grove, and Holy Family, 
San Diego.

He retired in 1975 after 22 years as 
pastor of St. Mary Magdalene, and 
moved away from the parish. He now 
regrets that move. 


“Tl think it’s much wiser for a priest 
to stay in the rectory,’ Msgr. O’- 
Donoghue said. “If | had it to do over 
| would have stayed in my parish.” 


One priest who appears to have the 
best of both situations is Msgr. John 
Purcell, who retired in 1976 after 
serving 25 years as pastor of Sacred 
Heart parish in Coronado. Before that 
he was pastor at St. Frances of Rome, 
Elsinore, and St. Anne, San Diego. 


When he retired, Msgr. Purcell 
moved out of the parish rectory and 
into a cottage next door to the rectory. 


“| have an ideal situation here,” 
Msgr. Purcell said. “When | retired my 
replacement, Msgr. John Portman, 
said | could do as much or as little as | 
wanted to. 


“We agreed | would keep reason- 
ably busy,” Msgr. Purcell said. “So | 
concelebrate mass every morning 
and | take one mass on Sunday. | also 
hear confessions for a half hour every 
Saturday.” 


All of the priests try to keep pete: 


Msgr. O’Donoghue visits the sick. 
“The most enjoyable thing for me now 
is the number of sick people who ask 


me to come and see them,” he said. “I 
- have more time now to talk with them — 


and console them.” 


He also does other things. “I do 
some counseling and a little evangeli- 
zation,” he said, “and | read. | must 
have read the New Testament 50 
times since my re- 
tirement, and I’ve 
read the entire Bible 
twice. 


Msgr. Purcell tries 
to keep both mental- 
ly and physically ac- 
tive. “I often walk 
over to the public 
librarytositandread 

: for an hour or so,” he 

Father Joseph said. “Tl also play golf 

Leissler twice a week and | 

swim for halfan hour 

twice a week when the weather is 
favorable.” 


Father Di Cristina fills much of his 
time with charity work. “| devote my 
time to orphanages in Tecate and 
Tijuana, and I’m helping to build 
houses for some hurricane victims in 
La Paz,” he said. 


The rest of his time goes to his 
hobbies: fishing, growing roses and 
playing the organ. 


“I'm a pretty good bass fisherman,” 
Father Di Cristina said. “! go up to 
June Lake or | fish in private lakes 
belonging to various friends of mine.” 


Father Leissler does his own lawn 
and garden work and said he has 
found he still doesn’t have enough 


time to do all the things he plannedto . 


do after he retired. 


Msgr. Bland is recuperating from 
an automobile accident which left 
him with a broken leg and knee. “I 
don't like being Hopalong Cassidy,” 
he said. “I’m also learning how to 
type.” Bese 

And Msgr. Lynch summed up the 
attitude of all the retired priests: “| 
don’t keep any free time. | fill it.” 


Some of the priests are content in 
retirement, some are not. 


“| have no complaints. | just take 
things in stride,” Msgr. Bland said. “I 


say my prayers and do the best | can. 
I’ve got no gripe or grunt to make.” 


Msgr. Purcell said he is happy. in 
retirement and attributed that to “the” 
kindness and consideration of Msgr. 
Portman. He has made my life very 
livable and pleasant.” 


He said he does, however, have 
occasional moments of frustration 
and depression.~“When | feel that 
coming on,” he said, “! go out and take 
a good walk on the beach.” 


According«to. Msgr. O'Donoghue, 
“Retirement is not all that itis cracked 
up.to be. We sigh for the days that are 
gone.” 


He said that soon after he retired, 
permission was granted for priests to 
stay at their positions as long as they 
wanted. 


“When | heard that | feit disap- 
pointment and shock,” Msgr. O’Dono- 
ghue said. “My advice is to stay until 
the last sunset.” 


Father Di Cristina said it would be 
nice if someone gave a banquet of 
appreciation for retired priests. 


“Retired priests are like veterans of 
war,” he said. “We have a memorial 
day for soldiers— 
why don’t we have 
something for _ 

_ priests?” 

Father Di Cristina 
added that he feels . 
his retired com-— 
rades are too often 
neglected.
